Chicago, July 9.—Governor William 
J. Stone said last night: “Richard Parks 
Bland will be nominated for president 
of the United States by the national 
democratic convention tomorrow.” 
He further said that Bland had more 
than a majority in the convention now 
and that no 
had ever been de­ 
feated by the two-thirds rule in a dem­ 
ocratic convention who had reached a 
majority. 
Missouri’s governor 
made 
| this prediction in the face of a fierce 
Under-the-surface fight against his can­ 
didate. The Bland sentiment in Illinois, 
Nebraska, Arkansas, Tennessee 
and 
Michigan was roughly handled yester­ 
day. The opposition worked tooth and 
nail to form a combination against the 
Missouri candidate, but the other can­ 
didates appear to be reluctant to enter 
openly inio the combat. 
The democratic two-thirds rule has 
always been held to mean that two- 
thirds of the delegates voting should 
make the nomination. The decision of 
the gold men to refrain from voting 
puts Bland in a long lead ahead of the 
other candidates and makes him much 
closer to the desired two-thirds 
vote* 
than if the entire convention should 
record its vote for the 
nomination. 
Recognizing this, Boies, Mathews and 
Teller forces are straining every ener­ 
gy to get the gold men to participate 
in the nomination. Particularly is this 
true of the senatorial syndicate, head­ 
ed by Jones and Harris, who are pledg­ 
ed to Bland, hut who. it Is said, are 
really working tor the Colorado sen­ 
ator. 
None of the other candidates has yet 
dropped out of the race, although the 
Matthews and McLean men say their 
only hope lies in some entanglement 
in the convention, which will force the 
Bland men away from their candidates.

sary 
General Gallagher’s prophetic 
prayer, said to have been uttered in J 
1832, on the “ top 
of quite a high 
bluff” between Janesville and Storr’s 
Lake. 
To wit. “ Oh, when will this 
paradise of God hear the sound of 
church-going 
bells 
and the merry 
shouts of sciiool children! ’ 
President 
Whitford 
undoubtedly 
thinks Gallagher stood on the gentle 
slope of Mount Zion, which still re­ 
trains far distant from a church or the 
sound of the merry shouts of school 
children; while we think he stood on 
the top of “ the bluff” where Milton 
College stands, at the foot of which 
the army trail passed directly over the 
spot where Milton 
graded 
school 
stands, in front of which the first 
ohnrch in Rock county'stands,and - rn i I 
sides of which chared going bells are 
heard more days in the week and the 
merry shouts of school children are 
heard more hours of each day, than 
any other spot in Rock county. 
And, 
moreover, on the very spot where 
General Gallagher undouotedly stood, 
on the top of quite a high bluff, Presi­ 
dent Whitford, the theological student 
he inspired in New York, in 1854, has 
been teaching and preaching for these 
many years.

Dutch artist, who had ^presented the 
terrestial paradise in the guise of a 
'andscape in the neighborhood of Ant­ 
her dam. The hills wire covered with 
&aks, grown awry ir the wind from 
the sea. 
The 
meatows, 
adm irably 
drained, were interepted by rows of 
moldy willows. 
Ad apple tree, w ith 
mossy boughs, represented the tree of 
the knowledge of giod and evil. 
The 
utlm als in view wee domesticated and 
presented the idea of a farm, with a 
; well regulated 
p altry 
yard. 
There 
were the oxen, tip sheep, the rabbits 
and a fine horse of Brabant, clipped 
and groomed, wrating to he harnessed 
to the carriage oJ the burgomaster. All 
this enraptured me. I do not speak of 
Eve, who was rortrayed as a Flem ish 
beauty, but ha*e were the lost treas­ 
ures. 
I was still more interested in 
Noah’s ark. 
I can see the spacious 
and circular hull, surmounted 
by a 
cabin mad* of planks. Oh, marvel of 
tradition! Among my 
toys 
was 
a 
Noah's atli of an exact similtude, paint­ 
ed red, with all the animals in pairs 
and Noal and his children standing 
around tiem. It was a great proof to 
me of tEe tru th of the scriptures. 
At 
the period of the tower of Babel the 
personages in the Bible were sump- 
\uously clothed, according to their con­ 
dition—the w arrior in the pattern of 
the Ronans of Trojan’s column, princes 
with tirbans, the women looking like 
those if Ruben, the shepherds in the 
fashiot of brigands 
and the angels 
modebd after those of the 
Jesuits; 
tents of the soldiers represented the 
rich javillions seen in tapestries; the 
palacfs were in im itation of the re­ 
naissance.

of Jean Goujon in the fountain in which 
Bathsheba 
bathed.

tle of W aterloo, in rem em brance of 
which he always wore a bouquet of 
violets in his buttonhole, could have 
known the tower of Babel and the baths 
of Bathsheba. Oh, my old Bible, w ith 
Its engravings! W hat delight I felt in 
turning its pages in the ev 
the pupils of my eyes already half swam , 
kith the rapturous undulations of in­ 
fantile slumber! How I saw God there 
in a white beard! How' sincerely I be­ 
lieved in Him, although between our­ 
selves I considered Him inclined to be 
whimsical, violent and w rathful, but I 
did not ask Him to render an account 
of His actions; I was accustom 'd to see 
great personages behaving in an in­ 
comprehensible m anner. 
And then I 
had at th at time a philosophy.

lieved in the universal infallibility of 
men and m atter.

Remarkable Lake. 
One of the m ost interesting of th€ 
results achieved by the Russian natu­ 
ralists who spent some tim e on th€ 
Island of Solowetzh in the north sea 
laboratory has been the discovery of 
a rem arkable lake on the island of KH- 
dine in the Arctic ocean. 
This lakei, 
which is completely separated from tho 
sea by a narrow strip of land, was dis­ 
covered by the Russian naturalist, M. 
Herbenstein, who was struck by find­ 
ing in the lake a fish which is exclu­ 
sively m arine in 
habit—namely, th© 
common cod. On the surface the water 
Is fresh and is inhabited by fresh water 
anim als, such as daphnids, etc.; this 
w ater is brought to the lake by stream s 
from a neighboring marsh. Under this 
superficial layer of fresh w ater is found 
salt water, supporting a m arine fauna 
—sponges, sea-anemones, nem ertines, 
polychaetes, m arine mollusks (chiton 
aeolis, astarte), starfish and pantopods. 
The salt w ater is believed to reach tho 
lake by an underground communication 
with the ocean.—Exchange.

January 17.189.”), Judge 
Sale notiliedthe board that the room iii the 
fireproof vault connected with his tittie was 
practically filled, and that additional 
room 
w?ould be needed in the near future for filing 
valuable papers accumulating iu his office. A 
notice was also received from the eleik of the 
circuit court that only a limited amount oi room 
was available in the vault connected with his 
office. Several plans were suggested, by which 
the required amount of vault room could be 
provided.
